THE PENNSYLVANIA CANAL.

— —

The Title te the Land Formerly Ocenpled nad
Used an n ¢ annl Vested In the Penosylvanin
CUentral Hallread.

The case of Lthe heirs of General William
Hobingon vs. The Pennsylvaniaand West Penna.
Railrond Compuny was concluded yesterday.
The case s one of more than usual interest, not
on account of the value of the property imme-
diately involved, but from the fact of its being
a lest case, by which to n great extent will be
determined in whom the tide for the land
formerly oceupied by the Siate as a canal,
and known as the Pennsylvanla Canal, which,
after the canal was abandoned, was sold to the
Penneylvania Eailread Company, s vested.
Bineelhe righte, privileges, and franchises of the
canal were trapsferred by the State to the Penn-
sylvania Rallrond Company, the general im-
pression bas obtained that the State never had
more than an easement in the land: that it was
never held in fee simple; that the title to the sl
never passed out of the original owner's hands,
and is still vested in them or their heirs;: that
the right to use the land for a certain purpose is
only vested in the Siaie, and that when the
property ceased to be used for the purposes for
which It was granted It reverted to the grantor.
It appears, however, that in a decizion of the
Supreme Court in & ease in which this question
arose it is held that, under the relenses graating
the right of way to the State for the canal, the
title to the land in fee simple became vested in
the Blate, and as the rallroad company claims
under s deed or deeds from the State the title is
now vested in them.

HISTORY OF THE CASE.

It appears that afier the passage of the act of
Aseembly in 1826, providing for the constroe-
tion of the Pennsylvania Canal, General Robin-
gon ceded 1o the Commonwenlth the lands
necessarlly eceupied by the canal, excepting
therefrom gronnd for a basin. Subsequeot to
this grant, an act was passed providing tnat all
persons bavirg cinims against the State for
danmages for lands eutered upon and taken in
the constiuetion of the canal, or for auy other
cause arisipe ont of the coustruction of the
eame, should go into the Coart of Quarter Ses-
slons of the proper county, and ask for the ap-
pointment of viewers to appraise said property
and assess  the damages within  one
year after the completion the work
on eald ecapal, otherwise such claim
ghonld be voiud. The State, it appears,
entered upon the property of Mr. Robinson, now
in digpute, and constructed a basin, and although
an excep'ion had been made In the grant as to
lapd for a basin, yet there never wad any appli-
cation made for the appointment of viewers Lo
ascess damages. Some vears sinee the canal
was abandoned and sold to the Pennsylvania
Railroad Companpy. Sald company, by and
throvgh the West Penusylvania Railrond Com-
pany, cntered upon and has gince beld posses-
sion of =aid basin lot, for the recovery of the
osseesion of which this suit was brought.
Messre, Acheson and Burg vin appeared for the
plaintifis, and John IH. Hampton, Esq., for the
defendant. The case was nably tried on both
sides, and ocenpied the time of the conrt for
over a week, The jury rendered a verdict for
defendants. — Piflshurg Commercial, of yes-
ferday.,

The swindlers of the present day are famous,
and it is wonderful how, of all otkers, they so
often practise eucecessfully upon banks and
Lankers in our large cities. So numerous and
lngenions, however, are the ways of the
tricksters that honest men canvot always be
u}) with them at the moment. The practice
of depositing certified checks and mak-
Ilng trapsactions on them has aflorded
focllities for swindlers at varlous times in
New York, and vesterday an operation
of this sort was got off bere on oune of our banks.
In the morning, shoriy after banking opsrations
commenced, a young man about tweoty-eight
years of age, of gentlemanly exterior, and dressed
In & grav suit, entered the Third National Bank,
on Bouth street, near Second, and presented to
Mr. A. M. Carter, the eashier. a letter purporting
to be slgned by L. B, Colungton & Co., of New
York, introducing him us John B, Thompson.
He entered into conversation with Mr, Carter,
informing him of his Intention to enter into the
tobacco business here, aud talking aboul the
different deserlptions of tobaceo, Keuntucky
avd Virginla products, and other matters con-
nected with the tobacco trade. Ile referred also
to a firm in the trade in Baltimore,
with whbom he had mnegotinted for a
store. He desired to arrange for keeping his
account with the Third Natonsl, but seemed
tomewhat displensed when Informed that the
bank would pot nllow interest on hls deposits,
He finally, however, decided on selecling the
bauk as his depositary, and deposited a certified
¢heck in the name of L, B, Coliiogton & Co. on

fem, HBoards of conclilation and arbitration
were  estaulished, the credit belng due in
& great measure to Mr, AL J. Mandelia, formerly
& WOrkipgmau himse'f, and now oue of the largest
employers in England.  And in this way caplal and
gepoeiated labor were brought into Kindly and har-
monious relations to each other, The general need
for this wag 8o grestly felt in that eonpiry that a
Jew yeurs nfu § royal commission was appointed
to eanmue Into the working of [trades unlous, and
to suggest improvem: nts in the laws relating to
them asnd the relatlons existing between work-
ingmen and employers. The commission con-
sieted oOf ten genllemen of promipence, sat
two years, and recelved evidence pot only from all
parts of the United Kingdom, but from all quarters
of the world. They concluded thelr report ny say-
ing that the question as to what 18 a fair rate of
wuges Lo the varying clroumstances of trsde from
time to Ume s one very dimcult of adjustment be-
tween employers and large bodies of workingmen,
The strike 18 & very hard metdiod of setillug snch
a question, and it I8 muech %o be wished
that scme method could be devised mo-
toally satisfactory to workingmen and em-
ployera in the settling of questions of dispute In auch
matiers. The establishment of bosrds of conellia-
tion seems 10 offer a remedy at once speedy, aafe,
and gimple, These boards require no complex ma-
chinery, no novel division of profits, no new modes
of copducting business, no acts of Parllament. All
pecded 15 thul e presentative workmen wud em-
ployers should mect at staled tmes and amicably
discuss the Interestsa of thelr commoun trade or basi-
neee, There 18 not & trade or business o the King-
dom in vhich this system might not be wdopled;
gnd we Fee no roason why In every case rosults
should pot Aow frow them a8 satisfactory ns thoss
in Nottingham, Under such & systemn we shouold
look for & peaceful and rrmprnnm condirlen of
latior in this country, and if this commission shonld
have no other results than calllog atteotion to this
simple wethod of anttlu.? the frequent tMspates be-
tween workingmen aund thelr employers, we shall
feel that our time will not have been lost In this
connptry.

How these boards of coucilation and arbitration
originated, how they are constitated, and how the
work, was well described by Mr. Moudells 1o an ad-
dress delivered by him lust November in New York,
rom which we beg leave to gquote as follow 8: —

“Ten years sge, Inthe town in whi'h [ re-ide, and
in the vrade in which I sm conpected we had the
third strike In one year, This last one had continusd
for elven weeks., Of coarse, the men who were al
work subscribed to the branch ‘on etilke,'and it
was seriously contemplated whether the proper
thing 1o do would pot be to close all the factories,
ip order that those in employ shoald not add & the
duration of the strike by alding those out of sm-.
ploy. A few of us were heartlly glok of this atate
of things, snd resolved 1o try Il some means
could not be devised not enly 9 put an end W Wat
a.rlke, bot to preveot its recurrence in futare, We
nad & fearful history of conflict to lncrease our
difficolties—we had 0ld hatreds and feans dating
from the beginviug of the century. The nelghbor.
hood was one proverhial for its guarrels between
capital and labir. When machioery wis Introduced
to aid labor, lsbor rebelled; ‘frame breaking' was
the order of the day, and roee to such a dsasiroas
height hat Parlinmens pasgeqd & law  mias.
jng the destruction puolshable by death, The
death penally was infkted o X men at ons
fime for ‘frame-breaking' in my town. sirikes hadt
continued &l alopg until 1508, Weoalied the workiog
men Logeiher, or thelr representatives rather, and
we gaid to them, ‘You sre all wasting youar fands in
fighting sgainsl us; when you should bs making
Woney, you are squandering it, and when the tme
comes that your labor ls not tn demand, your em-
ploye ra will take that opportunity 1o oppress you.'
We sgreed 10 furm 8 board of arbitration aad oou-
ciligtiop, and we dipcussed the guestion for three
day# \nth a good desl of mutual hostiliny and 8 great
fdeal of siraligencss of feeling to Ond ourseives o
the #samwe roow with the leaders of the trades unloos,
However, some of us were resolute sod carred
it. We constituted a councll, to conaist equally of
employers and employerd, The trades unlons were
o elect seven members by universal saffirage in
their bodies, and the manufacturers thelr seven in
the same way. Those gentlemen were L0 weel o
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some poblic room—the room of the Chamber of
Comeree, indeed, It was—and roond & common
iable, sud moet oniy when there were disputes, but
o prevent disputes perioddically, not l«ss than
once B quarter, and discnss questions of wages,
lowta of labur, sl', 1o fact, affecting the el
iong of employer and emplosed, We then
tmployed & comiittes of  Ingoiry, two o of
cneh of our resgec'ise parties, who should hear
rrivately any quariel o tne initintive state, aod, if
possible, crush the thing out there Well, voa mey
Jige unider what feclings we entered that room
the first Ume—seven mployers, and Seven men ra.

We present to our readers to-day an interest-
Ing addition to our history of the differences
between the vestry and rector of 8t Clement's
Episcopal Chureh, which we can regard in no
other light than as a defenss by the reverend
gentleman of the charges imputed to him. This
is & fae-simile of its title page: —

Philadelphia:
. February 16, 1871

This paper is now being circulated, so we
are informed, among the parishloners (who
have recelved the statement of the vestry which
we reproduced on Wednesday), in order to afford
them an opportunity of heariog—rather reading
—hoth sides of the case and discovering clearly
the position of each party. The reverend gen-
teman speaks of the “‘outrageous slanders™ that
kave been circulated, and repels them with
“burning indlgnation.” He declares that he is
“a man of peace,” but “will not retract,” con-
scientionsly believing himself to be right in
what he has done and fully supportsd by the
Chureh authorities. He declares, in referring
to the teachings bhe bas put in practice,
that be will maintain them, and deals calmly,
yet firmly, with the unfairness of the vestry.
Bowinge, prostrations, and genuflexions have,
as he affirms, never been tanght at 8t. Clement's.
The Bishop's letter—wherein he declares that
there is no savction in “any rubriec or usage of
our communion,” for bowings to the altar and
prostrations before it; the carrylogof the banner
for the sake of pomp: the mingling of the com-
munjon wine with water; the wearing of colored
stoles, and all teachings aund practices which
lead to or countenance private confession or
private absolution —is taken up and rigorously
eriticized. Many errors in the argument of th
Bishop are discovered, and In some nstances
there is a positivejdissent from his statements.
But it 1s uscless to summarize this paper, which
we present to our readers verbatim ef lileratim:
